Tuey are all far behind the literature of 
the day, and it is high time that some capable 
hand undertook their improvement. ~ There is 
that soft thing the Clergyman’s Almunuc, which 
Appears to have been writtcn with a pen made 
from the quill of u young goslin, in milk and wa- 
ter. It is uuwise to fret at it, aud almost wicked 
to ridicule it, yet is it painful to see the sublimest 
subjects mixed up witu Aries, Taurus, Gemini, 
Cancer—down to Pisces, aud sent forth among the 
learned and unlearned iv these annual exuda- 
tions from a weak brain. A Parisian Almanac 
is commonly a nice treat for any man of wit and 
learning, aud in that country vone but such ever 
obtrade them on the public. 

The truly celebrated Nuthaniel Ames, of Ded- 
ham, furnished neurly a century ago, the only 
Almanac, I believe, that was published in New- 
England. Beside knowledge, he posseszed 
mother wit,—“ an ounce of tohich, says the proverb, 
ts worth a pound of leaning.” He dealt in prose, 
and in poetry, in which good sense wav mixed 
with genuine humor. [ remember a motto uf 
oue of his Almanacs, which reads thus, 1 

“ This year begun, shall wond'rens things beheld !— 

* But what—(e we—the stare Auve not foretold.” 

Instead of a catalogue of Roman Catholic saints’ 
days, and Epiphany festivals, and marking the 
Sundays after Trinity, which no protestant in 
this country ever looks for in an Almanac, and: 
what aot oue person in a thousand understands, 
Ames gave short, shrewd myxims of wisdom, a la 
mode de Poor Richard, together wit! predictious 
of the weather in the same style ; sentences 
that would bear reading twice. 

It would lighten the columnz.of our Almanacs, 
if the Editor woukl have a page or two of 
chronological history ; beginning at the carona- 
tion of George the 2d 3 anterior to which there 
was little in English bistory interesting to people 
in this country. Frow our declaration of Iude-* 
pendence, our chronological table should be ae- 
curate and select, and not a single thing inserted 
that could “designate a party in this country. 
The former method of reminding the farmer of 
the proper time to commence seasonuble busi- 
hess was interesting, and often very useful, and 
well worth reviving. 

The Arabians, who were the first Almanac 
makers, as is proved by the name, neither sowed, 
reaped, planted, or travelled without consulting 
their Alinanacs ; aud at length carried the mat- 
ter to so unreasonable a length, that they neither 
bought, sold, or undertook an, expedition witb- 
ont eonsulting the relative position of the stars. 
Some of their notions were adopted by the Eng- 
lish, and imbibed by our country people, who, at 
this day, prefer killing their hogs in te increase

- weather is affected by the quarterings of that 
planet. . 

I have said enough, and some may think too 
much, to lead to a reform ina usetul publica- 
tion that has not kept pace with other publica- 
tions; but which may be made both respectable 
and ‘useful by due attention.
